bocoming the theatre of intrigne, Hence they 
vory prudently counsalledthe Korean Govora- 
ment to concliade troaties of friendship and 
commerce with tho Westera Powora. But 
while allowing Korea to ‘exercise the rights 
of a sovereign atate, China takes care to ani- 
phaaizo her suzersinty over the peningula, 
and is ovidently prepared to dofend ber 
rights ~ by-tho~aword-if-necessarys—En—the+ 
Imperial Decree before mentionod, Korea is 
spokeb of as “ our tributary state "and “our 
vassal atate,” while tho monarcli is thus 
patronisingly referred to:—‘‘ The Korean 
King should alao painfully regret: bis errors 
of tha past, do away. with tale-bearing and 
unfaithful servants, be intimate with the 
virtuous, and be kindly. to neighbouring

Wraitina the other day on the Additional 
Article to the Chefoo Convention lately 
* signed by Lord Sarispuny.and the Marquis 
Tsrxa, we drew attention tothe manner in 
which tho, Zekin imposts pressed upon and 
prevented the expansion of trade in China, 
‘In the Consular report on tho trado of Kiu- 
kiang for 1884, by Mr.G, Jameson, re- 
ceived by last mail, wo find: somo instructive 
factsand comments on tha same subject, 
Referring to the import: of Cotton manu- 
factures for 1884 Mr. Jamrmso¥ says that 
they were smaller than io 1883, and he thon 
gives s table showing the averago nunual im- 
port for every five years, the last two:periods 
being as follow :—1876 to 1880, 362,000 
pieces ; 1881 to 1884, 355,000 pieces. Upon 
this fact the British Consul rewarks:— 
When it is considered that Kiukiang is the 
port of supply for the whole ofKiungsi, apro- 
vince with -a population of some 23,000,000, 
and ono which used to bo considered as 
among the wealthiest in the Empire, and, 
thet the Poyang Lake and its affluents 
afford on unrivalled means of inter- 
communication from uorth to ‘south, i 
will be admitted that this result is varr 
disappointing. Tho whole consumption 
is the merést- fraction of what it might be 
for the population, and it is still more 
surprising that even that little scema 
to be falling off. Twenty-thrse years ago, 
when the port was first opeved to forcign 
trade, the northern balf of the provinca had 
just been overran by the Vaipiag rebels, and 
littlo or no trade waa then expected from 
that part of it; with fuir play a quarter of a 
century omzht to be sufficient to oblitdrate 
all traces of the rebellion. Whon, however, 
we find that is not so, that lowos and vil- 
lages are avill to be seen whieh, lie ia ruins 
very much asthe rebels left them, wa: are 
driven to conclude that the country bas not 
been receiving fair treatment, and that the 


heavy burdens in tho shape of lekin taxes, of 
which the traders are constantly complain- 
ing, have roully the effect of stifliag all pro. 
gress dnd checking all development.” Mr. 
Sasrresor then gives a table, the figures of 
which were taken from the printed tariff of 
theLekin Office, supplementedby information 
supplied by th 
sum of the dues payable on a transit from 
Kiukiang to Nanchang-fu, the capital of the 
province, a distance of about 100 miles, The 
Treaty tariff ranges from 5 to 10 per cent, ad 
valorem, and the lekin duties are often bigh- 
* er, in some instances being as much.as‘20 to 
30 per cent. The lekin levy extends, bo tells 
us, to evary possible articie, the ouly exeep- 
tion being grain, whieh -was declared’ freo 
last year:—Mor-do these-texerfreethe goo 
if it be desired to send them into another 
province, “There are-four letin barriers be- 
tween Kiukiang and Nanchang; if the goods 
were to be forwarded on to say Kwei-yang, 
the capital of Kwoichow province, they 
would probably have to past six or seven 
more barriers, and the prico would become 
completely prohibitive. Mr. Jamzeuon very 
truly remarks that “the levy of these 
heavy duties, coupled with the absence of 
other transit facilities, such ai roads and the 
absence of steam on the inland walera, pre- 
venta the people from bringing their produce 
_ to market, and so keeps thearvin a state of 
constant poverty, which males it impossible 
to buy anything but the merest necessaries,” 
The lekin trouble in the Hocksban diatriet 
in tho neighbouring province of E-wangtung,. 
an account of which appeara in another 
columa, affords another illustration of the 
Hindrances to trade which thase irregular 
texos constitute in China. If therefore ‘the

Mr. Consul Gardner, in his roport on the trad, 
of Newchwang for last year, drawaa pleasant 
pictare of the progross of Manchuria. We'make 
the following interesting extracts from his re- 
port:— :

TEEBRILORY BETWEEN PALISADEY AND 

» YALOO RIVER. . : 

With regard to the eastern portion of Féng- 
tien, that land~botween,the Palisades and the 
Yaloo River, which not long ago was a nontral 
belt of forest botween China and Koron, and a 
sort of Alsatia ahd refuge of criminals, the Rev. 
John Macintyre, 9 missionary belonging to the 
Scotch United Presbyterian Mission, who visited 
there last autumm, hos writton in a lottor from 
which ho kindly allowed me to take extracts :— 

“At fist this wage no-man’s-ond, a wild back- 
woods infested within the lest ten yoars by 
sturdy bandits, to suppress whom. it took 3,000 
forcign-drilled Chinese troops. Even on this 
journey I hoard the poople speak onthusiastically 
of the splondid discipline ‘and courage of thesa 
mex. Tho country now is completely settled. 


tha country is avon growing too crowded, and 
there are emigrants to the north,” i¢., to Lwai- 
jen and Tung-hwa, to the sources of the Yoloo 
River. Mr. Macintyre, in thouse of the words 
“too erowded,” megna only too crowded forthe 
desiras of the populace, Elsawhora he sppaks of 
the thinnaga of tha population, as proved by the 
plontifulness of wild beasts such us bears, tigors, 
wild boars, to which he might Lave added pan- 
thors, loopurds, monkeys, subles, squirrels, sc. 
and of tho door and smaller game. (Thore are 
no game laws in this Consulardistriot, and in 
some places the fer naire ara so plentifal that 
the claimants of lands busy with other cooupa: 
tions are delighted to soo who will enter thoir 
gtounds and destroy them. When game grows 
acarce it will acquire moro and moro marketable 
valoo, and we phall soe 
aithsr by land-owners by virtne. of thelr pro- 
prietorship of the soiJ, or by trades anions of 
huaters by virtua of long-established onstom.) 
Another thing that tolls of the thinness of the 
population is the fact that they lire almost en. 
tively by agriculture und hunting, and that tho 
land’ produces more food'and opinm then ix re- 
quired .by the population. There are no great 
industries—one’ or two.miners_pick ont a fow_ 
spoonfuls of coal from the rich earboniforous 
mountains (tho coal is of admirable quality, and 
tho mines are withia a hundred thilés of this 
port, but yet, we have to content ourselves with 
the inferior coal of Chihli, Formosa, or Japan, 
or pay an exorbitant price for coal from England 
or Australia), ‘A handful of mon enflice for tho. 
small paper: manufactures, workod by water 
powor. Tho thinness of tho population is fur-, 
ther shown by the scarcity of great towna or 
even large villages the travellar passes in bis 
journeys, When I speak of thinness of popula-
